Newt Lee, Negro Watchman, Had a Record for 
Punctuality in Registering Time Until Night 
of the Killing—Bloody Shirt Found in His 
Home by Detectives, but Negro Asserts That 
He Had Not Seen It for Two Years—Blood 
Was Fresh, Assert Officers.

“We Have Sufficient. Evidence to Convict the 
Murderer of Mary Phagan, Declare Local 
Detectives and Pinkertons—Leo M. Frank 
Subjected to a Gruelling Third Degree—Ru- 
mors Spread Over City That Lee Had Con- 
fessed Denied by Chief Lanford. 


The record of the factory time clock in the pencil plant was brought 
lice headquarters last night. It shows an irregularity in three separate 
s during the night of the murder of Mary Phagan. 

Lee, the negro night watchman, was supposed to punch the time piece 
every thirty minutes during each night of duty.. Up until 9:32 o'clock 
Saturday night it was visited with regularity. An adjustmeat was skipped 
from that time until 10:29 o'clock. At 11:04 anather adjustment was 
missed. The next punch was registered at midnight. 

The most convincing irregularity of the record sheet, however, is the’ 
adjustment that was missed between 2 o’clock Sunday morning and 3. 
The body was discovered at 3:30 o'clock. Where was the watchman when 
he failed ‘to punch the hour’ 

Coincident with the discovery of the irregular clock register comes 
the information that the negro was a trustworthy watchman, performed 
his duties faithfully, and previously adjusted the clock with regularity. 


Bloody Shirt Found at Lee’s Home. 


Another find, which the sleuths declare is direct evidence of guilt, 
was the discovery of a fancy shirt, splotched with blood, which was found 
in the house on Hendrix avenue, in which the suspect lived. 

Detectives Black and Scott brought it to headqaurters Monday after- 
noon. The negro was confronted with it. After careful examination of 
the bloody garment, he saia: 

“White folks, that’s a shirt | wore two years ago. 
then. I ain’t seen it since. Honest, that’s the truth.” 

The blood is obviously fresh. Only hurried examinations have been 
made. A negro woman occupant of the house in which it was found was 
also brought to police station. She testified that it had not beeh worn 
by the negro on the day of the murder. It had not been seen, she said, — 
since two years ago. 

If the crime was committed by the wearer of the telltale garment, as 
‘the police assume, Lee, they say, would have had ample time to go to his 
home, remove the shirt and return to the factory.

He 
was merely a victim of circumstantial 
evidence, it was sald, and he is be- 
lieved to be entirely guiltless. He 
probably will be released within a short 
while. 

No one answered The Constitution’s 
story asking for «information relative 
to Mary Phagan’s whereabouts on the 
afternoon of her murder’ Evidently, 
she was not seen after entering the 
factory doors at 12:01 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon to draw her salary It is 
the theory of the police that she never 
emerged alive from the building.

MURDER DONE 13 YEARS AGO 


LAID AT DOOR 


OF GEORGIAN: 


TOWN IS STIRRED BY ARREST 


Calhoun, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Thom Lyerla, who has been for 
about nine years a law-abiding tciti- 
zen of Calhoun, was arrested this aft- 
ernoon charged with murder in the 
first degree. 

It is alleged that the crime was com- 
mitted in Pontiac. Ill, over thirteen 
years ago by Ray Scrivens and that 
Thomas Lyerla is an alias. The ar- 
rest was made by the sheriff of Bar- 
tew county through whom the Illi- 
nois officers have been working for the 
apprenension of the fugutive. 

There is a reward of $1,200 for the 
capture of the right man. 

Lyerla was notified by a friend that 
the officers were seeking him om the 
charge of murder, but he laughed at 
the idea and said that he would find 
the officers and assure them that he 
was not the right man. He came down 
town and the officers quickly hand- 
cuffed him. . 

Arrest Causes Excitement. 

Much excitement was caused by the 
arrest and the peopte of Calhoun doa 
not believe. that Lyerla is the man 
wanted. Efforts were made to pre- 
vent his being taken to Cartersville, 
but the Bartow men outwitted the Cal- 
houn authorities and left with the 
prisoner abovt 5 o'clock. None of 
the citizens would allow the use of an 
automobile and they were forced tw 
use a livery team. Lyerla was not 
allowed to see hiv wife and children, 
but was hurried @way .heavily hand- 
cuffed. 
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He hails from Campaign, Ill, where 
he was born and reared, but he has 
never concealed the fact and has been 
visited by his sister, Miss Lena Lyer- 
la, of Mount Vernon, Il. 

Makes Absolute Denial. 

He claims that he has never been in 
the town of Pontiac where he is alleged 
to have committed the crime. He 
says he is willing to go to Illinois if 
necessary and establish his innocence. 

Lyerla was fromerly in the employ- 
ment of the Southern Bell Telephone 
company as a cable splicer, but during 
the past few years he has been a paint- 
er, working in Calhoun. 

Since coming here he married Miss 
Nae Jones. 

An unusual feature of the case {s 
that his wife's uncle, Bob Jones, who 
is popularly known as “Shotheel 
Jones,” of Cartersville, did the detec- 
tive work. He came up with the of- 
ficers, but went out and took dinner 
at the Lyerla home,’ with the purpose 
of quietly leading Lyerla into the 
hands of the sheriff. Lyerla was not 
at home, however. 

It is said that there is feeling be- 
tween Shotheel Jones and Lyerla and 
that this is the reason for the effort 
to implicate him as Ray Scrivens. 

At Cartersville officers from [Illinois 
will identify Lyerla as Scrivens if he 
is the right man and he will be tak- 
en to Pontiac for tria).

When the sad little funeral party 
arrived in Marietta with the casket 
shortly before 10 o'clock, there was 4 
great crowd at the station to meet 
them. With solemn mien, hundreds of 
men and women, girls and boys, fol- 
lowed the train of carriages to the 
Second Baptist church. 


Pallbearers Selected 
at Church Yard. 


So unstrung was everyone connected 
with the tragedy that no details had 
been looked after. It was upon the 
church grounds that,the pallbearers, 
L. M. Spruell, B. Awtrey, Ralph Butler 
and W. T. Potts, were selected. 

With the little white casket on their 
shoulders, they walked 
country church. Then the crowd poured 
in. Within five minutes every pew had 
been taken, every available inch of 
standing room was occupied and hun- 
dreds, who could not get in, were 
standing on their tiptoes on the steps, 
trying to catch a word of the services.

Sc sodden with 
demoralization and inefficiency was the en- 
tire department under Hitchcock that there 
is no question in the minds of .hose familiar 
with the situation that he actually abetted 
the condition of which complaint is made. 
His parsimony was displayed in the south- 
ern and other divisions in the curtailing of 
forces and the shortening everywhere of 
facilities. 

It is unjust to Postmaster General Bur- 
leson to criticise him for the present state 
of the service. He is now simply suffering 
for the sins of Hitchcock, the consequences 
of which ‘he has inherited. Mr. Burleson 
has, moreover, demonstrated that he has 
a thorough grip on affairs, and that slowly, 
but exhaustively, he is going into every de- 
tail with the determination to apply cor- 
rection from top to bottom. Some time will 
be required to readjust the situation in so 
far-reaching a department, especially where 
for years petty despotism and mismanage- 
ment have ruled.

YUAN AND DIAZ. 

Unhappy Mexico needs a Yuan Shi Kai. 
That conviction inevitably occurs to the 
man who studies conditions in the two 
countries at the other side of the world 
from each other. The great Chinaman, 
born of the common people, has thus far 
overmastered all divergencies in the vast 
empire and brought its people to the stage 
where they are about to receive world rec- 
ognition as a republic. He has done for 
China what Porfirio Diaz did nearly thirty 
ago for Mexico, except that Yuan 
has not resorted to bloodshed. In 
that respect, as in others, he is greater 
than the Mexican, though their careers 
touch at enough points of contact to make 
a contrast interesting. Diaz used a refined 
form of tyranny, and so has Yuan: but the 
former found himself a “statesman out of 
a job” because he used no other tool than 
tyranny. 

At the present writing, the constitution 
of popular government in the ancient em- 
pire is at a deadlock over the question of 
the fora@jgn loan just signed by the so-called 
“five-power group.’ The agreement ° has 
been pérfected as between Yuan and the 
powers, without regard to the newly-elected 
parliament, which disapproves some of its 
terms. Yuan holds that he has the power 
to conclude the loan and the dominant 
Kwo Ming Tang party dissents and would 
unseat him, if it dared. The trouble with 
any procedure of this nature is that Yuan 
absolutely controls the army, is an admir- 
able soldier himself, an adroit politician 
and a genius at diplomacy. It is also in 
evidence that he has the thorough support 
of as many of the Chinese people as are 
capable of comprehending the dramatic 
rush of events. 

Evidently this great Chinaman has de- 
cided that for the salvation of his country 
it is needful to use coercion for at least a 
time in dealing with the warring elements.

Washington, D. C., April 29.—If democratic

The Bryan-Clark harmony dinner is still 
attracting a good deal of attention. If any 
one attempts to convince you that it was a 
pleasant little feast with much cordiality 
on each side, and that the two democratic 
statesmen are now as devoted as Damon and 
Pythias, lead him aside and gently tell him 
that isn’t according to nature.

Editor Constitution: In reference to my 
proposed bill to publish, or have published, 
by competitive bids the beoks taught in the 
public schools of Georgia, let me say that 
I have the text-books used in Ontario, Can- 
ada, and in that province all schools books 
are published by competitive bids.

What is the price 
the children in Ontario pay for this primer? 
Four cents. Their first reader, bound, print- 
ed and general appearance better with col- 
ored plates, and the children buy it there at 
6 cents. Their amithmetic is a wonderful 
improvement upon the kind used in the 
public schools here in printing and. binding, 
and what is the price? Ten cents. And s0 
on through the entire Hst of books. They 
average in cost as compared to what we are 
paying in Georgia about 150 per cent less 
than we are now paying. 

Now, every lawyer knows that up to the 
sixty-fifth Georgia supreme court reports, the 
com was §7 per volume, and from then on up 
until now, when we have about 140 volumes, 
the cost has been from $1.50 to $2. What 
caused the reduction? The state of Georgia 
assumed the copyright, and had them 
printed by eompetitive bids. It is so now 
with the reports of the court of appeals 
and form books and the acts. of the legisla- 
ture and others. All of these books are 


printed and furnished to the lawyers in | 


Georgia at cost, with a Httle joker of 10 per 
cent added. We are now and have been 
engaged in having Colonial Records edited 
and printed and sold at cost, and no one 
seriously objects to it. It is but compara- 
tively little used, except as a most valuable 
record, but when it comesto the editing of a 
spelling or reading book fer the children in 
Georgia, to be furnished them at a discount 
of over 100 per cent, we are told that it can- 
not be done. 

Why can’t we do it? We can do angy- 
thing they do in Ontario, Canada. It is dead 
easy there. Look around and see why any 
Georgian should object to furnishing the 
poor children in Georgia schools books at 
one-fourth the price they are now paying 
and having in them the writing of Georgia 
people, and you have your answer to the 
problem here.

STRAINING AMERICA’S 
HISTORIC FRIENDSHIP 


WITH THE JAPANESE

On March 31, 1854, Commodore Perry, in 
behalf of the United States, signed with 
Japan a treaty of commerce and friendship 
which opened Japan to the world and in- 
augurated the most remarkable political and 


social revolution known to history. The first 
sentence of that treaty reads as follows: 


“There shall be perfect, permanent 
and universal peace and a sincere and 
cordial ee ae the United States 
of Amer on the one part and the 
Empire of Japan on the other, and be- 
tween their people respectively without 
exception of persons and places.” 

From that day to this Japan has lived up 
to the letter and spirit of that treaty. 
She has never let an opportunity pass to 
express her gratitude and to show her 
friendly feelings the United States. 
She has sent her brightest young men to be 
trained in our universities and technical 
schools. She has modeled her educational 
system after ours. She has employed many 
Americans within the empire as advisers, 
teachers and administrators. Even at this 
moment an American citizen, Mr. Denison, 
is.serving as chief adviser of the foreign 
office. 

The United States had an equally unblem- 
ished record for cordiality to Japan until 
the close of the Russo-Japanese war. Then 
the change began. 

I do not wish to discuss the question as 
to whether the Bradford bill befInge consid- 


to 


,ered by the California legislature contra- 


venes our treaty with Japan or not. If it does. 
as seems almost certain, it will, of course, be 
nullified by the courts. But as P have re- 
cently visited Japan and have had oppor- 
tunities to learn fhore than most’ of my 
countrymen of the real feelings of the Jap- 
anese toward us, I consider it something of 
a duty to speak plainly now. Up to the end 
of the Russo-Japanese war the Japanese 
regarded us with a feeling almost akin to 
reverence. There existed in Japan a very 
strong sentiment—a sentiment entirely sep- 
arate from commerce—connected with the 
name of America. Even today the Japanese, 
next to the preservation of the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance, desire our commerce and 
friendship. They will do anything we ask 
of them, provided they can do it with dig- 
nity. The evidence is overwhelming to any- 
one seeking the truth. Two years ago, for 
instance, when Japan learned that we were 
preparing to negotiate an unlimited arbi- 
tration treaty with Great Britain, she volun- 
tarily consented to a modification of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, so that in case 
Japan and the United States were at war 
England would not have to choose between 
breaking her alliance with Japan or her 
peace treaty with us. Surely Japan would 
never have renounced the right to call on 
England for aid if she had reason to expect 
any further trouble with us. 

It must .be remembered, however, that 
there are forces in Japan that are working 
again=t this historic friendship, just as there 
are in this couritry. Without attempting to 
put them in the order of their importance 
they would include, first, the ignorance and 
incompetence and anti-Japanese bias of 
many of the officials we send ‘to the Far 
East; second, the exceeding jealousy of na- 
tions like England and Germany over our 
increasing trade in Japan. The best iaform- 
ed student of Japan I met abroad told me’ 
that “nine-tenths of the false rumors that 
have tended to damage the standing of 
American traders in the Far East can be 
traced directly to rivals intrade;” third, the 
journals and foreign correspondents in Japan 
and China who assume for one reason or 
another an anti-American attitude. All 
fore'gn papers published in English in 
Japan, with the exception of The Times. of 
Tokio, seem to be disinclined to print matter 
which might tend to -increase the good re- 
lations between Japan and America; fourth, 
the agents of ordinance manufacturers and 
ship builders. I am told that these agents 
are many in number and plentifully supplied. 
with “expense” money and “entertainment 
funds.” It is a significant fact that none of 
these agents preach anything but the an- 
tagonism of America to Japan, and, fifth, the 
lack of manners of Americans who live and 
travel in Japan. 

But these and similar causes that pro- 
mote dissension would have had little effect 
in Japan except for two things—American 
interference in Asiatic politics and the 
brutal discrimination against the Japanese 
in California. 

In regard to the immigration question, 
Japan does not object to having California 
pass anti-alien bills, provided they apply 
equally to all nations and do not discrimy 
inate against her. What she cannot under- 
stand, and what she will not tolerate with- 
out intense resentment, is to have her high- 
ly intelligent, adaptable, industrious, cleanly, 
sober, peaceable and efficient citizens ex- 
cluded simply because they have yellow 
skins, while the illiterate, quarrelsome and 
unwashed emigrants from Europe are wel- 
comed with open arms. 

Japan cannot understand how a mere 
30,000 of her citizens, who have the highest 
Standard of literacy of any aliens on the 
Pacific slope, and who own but 17,000 acres 
of land, and whose numbers are decreasing 
every year, can be a menace to a population 
of 2,377,000 souls living in over one hundred 
million acres of territory. Indeed, in 1911 
the ‘labor commissioner of California, Mr. 
Mackenzie, submitted an official report on 
these Japanese in that state in which he 
concluded that the Japanese should be 
couraged to come to California, because in 
many respects they are more desirable 
workers than the white men, and because 
there is not enough available white labor to 
do the work that is crying to be done. 

Now, of course, there will be no war 
tween Japen and the United States. Such a 
contingency, is well nigh unthinkable. But 
if California persists in excluding the Jap- 
anese from our shores, all our foreign mer- 
chants and niissionaries in Japan might just 
as well pack up and come home. There will 
be nothing for them to do hereafter in the 
Land of the Fising Sun. 

Is it right, therefore, that we should lose 
the friendship of 50,000,000 long-forbearing, 
friendly but proyd and sensitive people, just 
because a selfish! and sinister element of the 
great state of Cajifornia has for the moment 
got in the saddle| and proposes to thwart the 
will of the entire) American people to gratify 
its flimsy whim of a reckless race prejudice. 
The question is not primarily political, but 
moral It is the Golden Rule.

The petition 
was filed through their attorneys, 
Woodward and Smith, of Valdosta, and 
Grover Edmondson, of Quitman. 

The creditors named are unsecured, 
and, while the aggregate amount of 
their claims is comparatively small, it 
it understood that there are a number 
of other unsecured creditors, the 
bankruptcy proceedings being insti- 
tuted to protect their interests. 

It is alleged that the company’s 
property is heavily «"mortgaged, the 
banks at Quitman holding the mort- 
gage, and that recently the officers of 
the company made a mortgage or bill 
of sale to some of the stockholders 
covering the cotton on hand, the goods 
in process of manufacture or to be 
made during the year.

New York, April 29.—The cotton 
market was extremely nervous and un- 
settled today and there were violent 
flunctuations in May contracts.

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 to 4 points, on covering and 
buying for a reaction which was en- 
couraged by steady Liverpool cables 
and revised estimates, indicating that 
houses with Liverpool connections had 
stopped notices representing between 
40.000 and 50,000 bales yesterday. It 
was aleo rumored that this cotton 
would be shipped out during the month 
of May, and advances in ocean freight 
rates to Liverpool were attributed to 
the demand for this purpose, while 
ne ag Orleans also reported an advance 

ofean freights to Havre, as a result

Profit Taking Caused the De- 
cline—Corn Also Lower. 
Oats Higher. 


Chicago, April 29.—Wheat displayed 
nervousness under several conflicting 
influence and a net loss of 1-4@3-8c to 
8-8@1-2c was recorded. Corn suffered 
a net depression of a shade to 1-4c, 
but oats finished 1-8 to 1-4c up and 
provisions made a net advance of 
21-2 to 71-2@10e. 

Weakness at the close of wheat trad- | 
ing came on profit-taking that fol- 
lowed a bulge caused by reports that 
Austria was moving troops to engage 
Montenegro, by renewed talk of dam- 
age from chinch bugs and Hessian fly 
in the southwest, and by sales of 305,- 
000 bushels of wheat for storage ports, 
Reports of the imminence of a general 
strike at Rosario, an importaht wheat- 
handling city or Argentine, also helped 
the early upturn. Against these bull- 
is factors were the good weather and 
continued fine prospects In the domes- 
tic field, with the exception of the fears 
from pests in the southwest The 
market was unsettled much of the ses- 
sion and it was not till near the close 
that the full effect of bear pressure 
was felt. Influential selling then 
sent prices off to near the low point 
of the day and weakness was manifest 
at the finish. Primary receipts of 
wheat today were 1,355,000 bushels 
against 324,000 last year. Seaboard 
clearances of wheat and flour equalled 
377,000 bushels. 

Lightness of country offerings and 
firmness at Liverpool gave 4 little 
early strength to corn, but prices eased 
considerably. 

Changing of May holdings to de- 
ferred months gave some strength to 
oats. 

Provisions were uplifted on buying 
by shorts. Prices recovered from the 
extreme losses of yesterday.

AUSTRIA’S ATTITUDE 
DEPRESSED STOCKS 


Important Issues Made New 
Low Records for the Year. 
Bonds Irregular. 


New York, April 29.—The pro- 
nounced weakness of European mar- 
kets, caused by reports of Austria's 
belligerenr attitude toward Montene- 
gro, was of direct influence on the 
home market, where prices were de- 
pressed sharply today. Many of the 
important stocks made new low rec- 
ords for the year, with numerous 
losses on the day of 1 to 3 points. 
Pressure was heaviest against the in- 
ternational stocks, particularly Cana- 
dian Pacific, which slumped 7 points. 
Steel, the Harrimans, Reading and 
Amalgamated Copper displayed mark- 
ed weakness. 

The market continued to reflect ab- 
sence of demand and susceptibility to 
pressure. Prices broke sharply in the 
early trading. American stocks in 
London, which had shown general ad- 
vances, weakened abruptly before the 
opening here and some of the early 
selling in this market was for foreign 
account. Before midday the list stif- 
fened, but in the afternoon active 
selling was resumed, culminating in 
a vigorous drive during the last hour, 
which forced the market to the low 
point of the session. Selling appeared 
to be chiefly in the nature of bear 
pressure. 

The quarterly statement of the Steel 
Corporation, which came out shortly 
after the close of the market, was 
less favorable than was generally pre- 
dicted, total earnings of $34,426,000, 
comparing with forecasts of $36,000,- 
000 to $38,000,000. While the average 
of prices received for steel was higher 
than in the December quarter, the 
gain derived from this source was 
offset by extensive flood damage and 
the itncrease in operating expenses re- 
sultant on the advance in Wages es- 
tablished February 1. 

The expected announcement of an 
issue of New York city bonds was 
made today, the city offering $45,000,- 
000 at 4 1-2 per cent. Outstanding 
issues were depressed by the an- 
nouncement, some of them touching 
new low prices. The new bonds sold, 
“when issued,” on the curb at 100 1-2, 
For an issue of four and one-half in 
1907, the city obtained an average of 
102, and for a 1908 issue an average 
of 104. On account of present condi- 
tions in the money market, bankers 
predicted that the average for the new 
issue would be under 101. 

Low prices 
were made by some reorganization is- 
sues.
